NEW LIGHT ON THE 
PLAYS. 


“It hns hitherto, been believed 
that Henrik Ibsen left no diaries 
or other documonts to throw light 
upon his private life and produc- 
tion. It now appears, however, 
that his daughter-jn-law, Fru, 
Bergijot tbseh, daughter of © his 
contemporary Bjornson, and, mar- 
rief to his only son, the Into minis- 
ter Dr. Sigurd Ibsen, has in her 
possession a valuable colldction of 
letters and other documents. 


The letters are from Henrik 
Ibsen fo Ris wife and his son, but 
the majority of them are of such 
n private ‘nature that Fru Ibsen 
doubts whether they should be 
published, Henrik Ibsen's widow 
destroyed all letters from her 
husband before she died, in fulfil- 
ment of her husband's wish. 

Among the documents left are 
loose leaves on which Ibsen has 
written down his ideas of the 
characters in the dramas which 
he was preparing. One gathers 
that when writing «drama he 
created the characters and had a 
hort of “conversation” with then 
during his long daily walks. When 
he returned home he wrote down 
all sorts of peculiarities which he 


had noticed nboul them. "Often 


he was very sarcastic in his re- 


marks, and one is left with the ine 
pression that the characte liverl 
as real persons in his brain. The 
dinries are espe voluminous 
during the period immediately be- 
tore “Hedda Gabler,” 


Fru fusen will probably hand 
the diaries to Professor Halvdan 
Koth, a Norweian student of Tb- 
sen and the editor of the centen- 
ary edition of his works: in 1928, 
Professor Koth says that the light 
which the daries will throw upon 
fospn’s work will be of the utmost 
importance for the understanding 
of his dramas.

seek some’ allevintion of the pro- 
blem with which they are faced, 
they cannot be ignorant, of the 
fact ‘that other nations also ‘have 
their own burdens to bear. That 
point was elearly brought home 
to them by the British Ministers 
when, in the words of the official 
communique, attention.was drawn 
to the world character of the pre- 
sont depresyion and to its special 
Influence on Great Britain. In 
this connexion, it must not be lost 
sight of that Britain is about the 
most heavily-taxed country in the 
world to-day. Another thought 
that must suggest. itself is that 
Britain did not ask for the Grent

War, nor did she lose it, although 
the burdens which have ,sprung 
from {t have becomo well-nigh {n- 
tolerable. In the circumstances, 
therefore, Britnin could’ hardly be 
expected tv make any special con- 
cessions to Germany or to appear 
before the rest of the world as a 
special pleader. on her behalf. 
That much can be said without In 
any way secking to belittle the 
growing friendship between the 
two nations. ; 

So far as any agreement emer- 
ging from meetings between the 
British and German statesmen, 
there could be none beyond that 
registered in the fact: that both 
sides yealised the necessty of in- 
ternntional action, quite apart 
from any measures of t national 
character which may be taken. 
Britain, haa clearly 
shown her willingness to _denl 
with the present crisis in close 
collaboration with other Govern- 
ments interested. As have 
said, it is only along these lines 
that any action is possible.

The Coal Indusry. 


After unremitting 
extended over a period of 
representatives of the 1 
Government have at lait obtained 
an international agreement in 
favour of shorter hours for 
workers in coal mines. Thirty 
nations al the’ Conference voted 
in favour of the British proposal 
and fifteen lined up in opposition, 
but it is believed that the — dis- 
sentients will fall into line with 
the majority in putting the agree- 
ment inte practice. The decision 
marks, it is hoped, the establish- 
ment of the beginnings of | inter- 
national regulation of the coa) in- 
dustry, though taken by itself it 
is far from sufficient. Output, 
markets, prices and wages must 
all be brought to «a more or less 
common level if the world in 
veneral and the conal-producing 
countries in particular are to reap 
the full benefit. of a diminution 
of expenditure in the effort neces- 
sary to obtain one of its basic 
raw materials, At the moment, 
all is chaos. Britain has tried’ to, 
tackle the problem from a purely 
national standpoint by the Intro- 
duction of the Coal Mines Act, 
which regulated marketing and 
output, reduced working hours, 
iid maintained the sume rates of 
pay. Ht his largely failed: of its 
purpose, partly because some of 
the owners have not seriously 
tried to meet-the unwritten re- 
quirements of the Act, and partly 
because the coal industry finds 
the arrangement an economic im- 
possibility in the face of foreign 
competition. The British indus- 
try depends largely upon exports 
for prosperity and it cannot com- 
nete in the same field as its Con- 
tinental neighbuurs while wage 
bills abroad are half those in 
Britain, and hours of labour are, 
up to the present, considerably 
longer.. The weakness of the 
British industry, is the 
evidence in favour of ‘an alle 
embtacing . international | agree- 
ment. There is profit for all in 
a cessation..of the ruinous com- 
petition of price ‘cutting and wage 
cutting, and the sooner this.“ is 
recognised, the better for those 
chietly interested. |

Mr. Jenkin said that plaintig 
was a partner in the Cheung Wo 
laather Manufacturing: Company, 
of Hillier Street. He was) 24 
yeurs of age by Chinese reckon. 
Ing, unmarried, and, at the time 
of the alleged slander, was living 
with his elder brother, Se Chi- 
kwan, at Nos. 1h and 17, Ma To 
Wei Road, Honghom, where a 
number of members of the family 
were also living. These fneluded 
se Chi-kwan's wife, two coneu- 
Lines, sisters, son, thea 
dnughtery and several amas, 


Plalatif Girl's Uncle. 


One of the daughters was Se 
Ahb-mui, who was now Zt 
of nage by Chinese re 
Her mother was one. of Se Chie 
kwan’s concubines, Se Liesht, who 
had another daughter nanied Ah 
Jon.

ALL GROUNDS. - 


CASH VOUCHERS AND 
A FRAUD. 


CROSS ESTOPPEL, | 


Holding that the appellants had 
fafled on all grounds, the Full 
Court this morning dismissed the 
appeal of the Chip Cheong firm 
agalndt the judgment of. Mr, 
Justice’ Lindsell, which was 
delivered in an action in which 
the appellants were defendants 
and the Cheong: Fat Loong Kee 
plaintiffs, k 

The Chief Justice (Sir Joseph 
Kemp) in reading his judgment 
refused’ to accept ‘any = of 
the points, and Mr. Justice 
Lindsell signified his agreement 
with the judgment.

The Judgment. 


Sir Joseph Kemp ‘said:—-This ia 
an appeal on the ground of law 
from oa decision of Mr. Justice 
Lindsetl, Pot, sitting: in summary 
Jurisdiction, giving judgment in 
favour of the plaintiffs. The 
facts are stated in his judgement in 
the Court below. There was no 
appeal on the yeroudd of fact. 

The first yround of appeal was 
that there was ono evidence oon 
which the learned Puinne Judge 
could find that the defendants had 
held out Lam Yau as having au- 
thority lo pledge their credit, 1 
think that this ground fails. It 
was ndimnitted, and it could scarce. 
ly have been detied, that the de- 
fendanta sent Lam Yau to make 
that representation to the | plain- 
tiffs, He visited the phuntitts 
and he obtained goods from them 
an the credit of the defendants. 
Ho seoms diMeult to avoid the in- 
fovence that be made the repre: 
sentation which he was sent to 
make. though he may not have 
done so in express words, In any 
ense, it eannot be said that there 
Was no evidence, . 

That qepresentation was never 
neyatived until iL was too late, and 
I think that it must be regarded 
as having, cis-a-via the plaintiffs, 
continued during the various ‘pur 
chases to which the action relates, 
and as having caused the plaintiffs, 
on the occasion of each order, to 
ulter their position for the worse 
That being so, the defendants nr: 
estopped from denying the authori- 
ty which they held out Lam Yau 
as possessing, unless they can show 
that this prima facie eatoppel is 
excluded by some other considera- 
tion, : 

Second Ground. 

This introduces the second 
ground of, appeal It is remarked 
that a party is not estopped by a 
representation induced by the mis- 
representation of the other .side, 
and it is pointed out that the plain- 
tiffs, by issuing notes which were 
not in the usual form for credit 
sules, misrepresented the sales as 
etsh sales. The remark and state- 
ment of fact are undoubtedly cor- 
rect, but the holding out by the 
defendants took place before the 
misrepresentation by the  plain- 
tiffs a8 to the nature of the sales, 
The holding out relied on by way 
of estoppel waa therefore not’ in- 
duced by the misrepresentation of 
the plaintiffs. Indeed, the plain- 
tiffs’ misrepresentation induced no 
representation at all on the part of 
the defendants. At .most, it con- 
firmed the defendants in the belief, 
which they had arrived at in re- 
fiance on_the word of their own 
servant, Lam Yau, ‘that they were 
doing business on a cash basis. 

In might, perhaps, have been 
argued that the plaintiffs on their 
side were estopped from sayinie 
that the sala were credit sales, I 
think that the argument would 
probably have failed, partly on the 
xround that the representation was 
not intended to induce the de- 
fendants to alter their position in 
any way. and could not reasonably 
have been taken as indicating any: 
such intention, and partly on the 
ground that it did not in fact enuse 
them to do anything, They mere- 
ly continued! the course which they 
had already adopted on the word of 
Lam Yau without any representa- 
tion on the part of the plaintiffs. 
The point, however, was not argued. 

There: seemed to. be a third 
ground of appeal, baked on what 
was referred to os “cross estop- 
pel’. or “estoppel against eatoppel’?. 
T-confess’'I fail to appreciate it as 
a separate ground, : It is true that 
the above two terms are uscd some- 
times, but [ think that shey express 
no more than the principle referred 


‘to, in paragraph 4 above, ic, that 


a party cannot rely by way of ¢s- 
toppel on a representation induced 
by his own misrepresentation, In- 
deed, Spencer Bower, in Estoppel 
by Representation, 1923,+ P, 193,~ 
soya. that is the moaning of the 
old ‘formula that “estoppel against 
estoppel doth out the matter at 
large”. There seems to me to be 
no question of two prima facie 
estoppels cancelling one another 
out.

“The national re-organisation of 
electricity supply was initiated,” he 
recalled, "by the Electricity Supply 
Act of 1926. The Central Biec- 
tricity Board, which was the body 
created to give effect to that Act, 
was formed at the beginning ° of 
1927. The first six months or su 
were devoted to preliminary — or- 
vanisation, no that it has really 
only been active for about three 
years and a half. 

“In this time the Central Board 
has constructed more than a thou- 
sind miles of overhead transmis- 
sion Jines operating at 132,000 
volts and 66,000 volts, while it has 
obtained way-leaves for a total 
mileague of 2,300 miles. That ik 
the position to-day, At the end o 
another twelve months it will hav 
completed all the preliminary work 
of surveying main transmission 
Hines and of obtaining way-leaves 
for the construction of the pylons. 
When one considers the highly 
conservative nature of this coun- 
try, and realises, too, that the 
public had really not seen a pylon 
before 1927, these results are quite 
remarkable. 

“The Board is authorised to 
spend up to a total of £60,000,000, 
this figure covering the construc: 
tion of the grid and the cost of the 
standardisation of frequency. At 
the end of last month the  Loard 
had placed contracts with British 
manufacturers, amounting to al- 
most £20,000,000, for the con: 
struction of the grid, while ex- 
penditure amounting to £5,500,000 
was authorised for the standardisi- 
tion of frequency, giving a yrand 
total of £26,500,000, which is no 
inconsiderable sum, ‘The Boasd 
has already in operation ‘about 600 
miles of the grid, and in certain 
areas the scheme has been instru- 
mental in reducing the cost of elec- 
tricity to the consumer. 

“The — clectrifieation, of the 
Southern Railway system from 
London to Brighton and Worthing 
is being carried out with the elec- 
tricity supplied by, the Centr 
Electricity Board, This may serve 
as an indication of what-could be 
achieved under the National Power 
Scheme if the proposals of — the 
Weir Committee for the elect rifica- 
lion of the whole of the British 
railways become effective. 


Business-Like Handling. 


“What, it may ..be asked, - has 
been the preliminary effect of this 
whole national idea? It hay shown, 
first of all, to great industrial 
countries that we ure tackling 4 
very difficult public utility problem 
in a thoroughly scientific way. 
When one considers the simplicity 
of the British scheme’ of national 
co-ordinalion curried out by & 
single body, acting with the con- 
sent and with the support of the 
Whole country, with the chaotic 
mess into which both Germany 
and the United States “have drifted 
—co-ordination in ‘those countries 
appearing to be quite impossible, 
owing to the conflict of interests 
and authorities—one can see that 
in this achievement alone a real 
contribution has been made to the 
restoration of British industrial 
prestige. 

“Ht is very significant that Ger- 
man and American cconomists and 
engineers are studying very care- 
fully British practice and British 
methods in thig respect. We have 
xot the lead at this point, and there 
is every prospect that we shall be 
able to retain it for a very can- 
siderable time. : : 
Industrial Efficiency & Economy: 

“The second advantage of | the 
scheme has been ‘to show the whole 
world that our engincoring -and 
iron and stecl industries are 
capable of carrying out) efficiently 
and with economy. ene of the most 
ambitious ‘schemes in history. 

“Consider, tov, the psychological 
effect upon the visitor to this coun- 
try ‘of those, lofty towers which 
span the Clyde and the Forth‘in 
Seotland and will span the Thames 
at Barking before the end of this 
yeur, There is -nothing quite so 
imposing anywhere olga in Europe. 

“Another point of importance ‘Is 
that tho scheme has allowed those 
enginecring Industries to manufac- 
ture in bulk, cut down their coats 
of production, and. {mprove their 
export position. : 

“One of the most intoresting

SIR FLINDERS PETRIE 
ON DISCOVERIES. | 


Sir Fifnders Petrio has returned 
to London after spending alx 
months in the Holy Land, where his 
latest excavations have brought to 
light the ancient City of Gaza. 

“I regard it as oa Uiscovery of 
immense importance,” said Sir 
Flinders, “more especially as it is 
the first City of the Shopherd Kings 
to be found In Palestine. _ Proof 
of this was found in many amulets 
bearing the names of: the kings. 
The size of the city surprised me. 
It covers 28 acres, showing that it 
was twenty times the size of Troy. 

“Whether Abraham lived in this 
part of Palestine has yet to be 
proved, but it is now quite certain 
he never lived in ancient Gaza. It 
was abandoned many years—pos- 
sibly a thousand—before he went to 
the place, and if he found anything 


of Gaza it could only have been. 


ruins. 

“Curlously enough it was aban- 
doned more than 2,000 yenrs B.C. 
for a similar reason that its ex- 
cavators, 2,000 years A.D. had to 
postpone operations—malnrial trou- 
ble. The area is still desperately 
afflicted with malaria, with the re- 
sult that 100 of my workers had to 
be taken to hospital, and we could 
not start excavating until January, 
more than two months after our 
arrival. 

“It was also necessary to dig a 
cannl three miles long, past the city, 
down to the sea, into which to drain 
the malanial infested pools. By the 
autumn, when we resume excava- 
tions, it is hoped the district will 


have been cleared of the dreadful F 


disease. 

“We hind only to dig down 
ighteen inches*to come to the tops 
of the walls of the first houses we 
discovered. They were well pre- 
served, Uthough 4,000 years old, 
and made of a very hard ‘yellow clay 
brick. With the aid of 400 native 
workers we uncovered cighty rooms. 
It is impossible as yet to 
say how many houses — these 
rooms — represent, — but it is 
clear that we are in suburbia 
of the older Gaza. We Game across 
nothing in the upper layer older 
than 2,100 B.C., but we have yet to 

amine the thousands of ‘scraps’ 

w being packed by the native 
workers for shipment to England. 

“Some of these may tell us some- 
thing, about Ab am, although I 
doubt it. The , discovery of the 
city is important chiefly becuse i 
provides the hostorical background 
necded for a study of that period. 
We can hardly hope. to. find any- 
thing reliable about Abraham until 
we know something of the civilica- 
thon of that time. The full im- 
portance of the list excavations 
have still to be decided, but the dis- 
covery of the City of the Shepherd 
Kings is of itself of first con-

FIREMEN EMPLOY GASMASKS 
AGAINST OARHOYS.. , 


Morctanta’ Wharf Inst weok compollod 
the Bhanghal Fire Brigado to uso gas 
masks. : 


The fumes of tho Rascous acid, 
becoming volatile from, liquid becauso 
of tho heat were eo strong that an 
able-bodied man could not breathe 
moro than. twice before he was 
forced away from tho spot. In auch 
circumstances, Capt. Dyson, Chicf 
of the Shanghai Fire Brigada, ordered 
out tho Has masks, and having beon 
donned tho firemen could come into 
closo contact with tho flaming acid. 


Befors conditions ‘wero known 
among tho mon omployed 
wharf, two coolios had been  bndl 
burned. Tho acid burst. over tholr 
clothing ond Iafd them baro to the 
waist. Their lungs affected by the 
fumes, they were frothing at the 
mouth, when the firemen - camo to 
their rescue and despatched them to‘ 
the Paulun Hospital. in Brigade am- 
bulancces, 


The Outbreak of Fire. 


‘At 10.00 a.m. tho message . was 
received from the China Merchants 
Wharf that tho acid was on fire. It 
had beon discharged from the J.C..L. 
str. Gemma, recently arrived from 
Holland, via ports. ‘ 


Hongkew turned out with three 
machines and were on the scene 
within a few minutes. Tho casings 
round the carboys were in flames and 
some of tho formic acid had ppilled on 
tho wharf planking. 

Water wan of no use, 80 with 
shovels and other implements, fire- 
men piled on wet snnd and other 
materiale to smother the flames. ~ 

Tho job required about an hour, 
and although investigations wero 
begun at once, the total loss could 
not be estimated immediately.
